They retain their 
fronds all during winter, and are 
wlossy green. 

Beyond, a cloud,. white and flut- 
fy as eiderdown, sailed across the 
sky, trailing a gray shadow across 
the ridges. : 

A chipmunk, not yet gone to his 
winter home, scurried over the 
leaf carpet of the woodland floor. 

It’s a beautiful country even in 
its bareness. The valley displayed 
its little rounded hills, green and 
friendly, The tall stately trees, 
were graceful in their tracery of 
bare boughs. Jagged rocks stuck 
out through the thin skin of the 
earth. 

November has a peculiar quality 
of light especially late afternoon. 
Somehow the hills across the val- 
ley seem close and distinct, Bare 
trees stand against.sky line like 
detailed etchings. Stanley Foss 
Bartlett describes it perfectly in 
his poem “November Evenings”. 
“The eve is an etching of intricate

And silent smoke lyres.” 

At day’s end the sky was lumi- 
nous—pale primrose and orange 
near the horizon, and lilac over 
head with reflections in the pond. 
But the land was dark with the 
coming night and the trees stood 
out against the colors, black as 
charcoal, A beautiful ending.

The Board again reviewed the 
State Department of Transporta- 
tion's preliminary decision regard- 
ing railroad crossing improvements 
in West Bethel.
